Military regulations pre­ 
vent either the officers or the men of 
th e post from being quoted on any 
m atter connected with their service, 
and for this reason Captain Biddie, 
who is in command, was obliged to

R everend And D ear S ir:—-“ We, the 
Vestry of St. Paul’s Parish, Brain- 
erd, wish tosíate that the most pain­ 
ful duty we have had to perform as 
vestrymen, was the acceptance of 
your resignation. 
During your in­ 
cumbency we have accomplished far 
more than the most sanguine expect­ 
ed. 
When you came to us as our 
rector sixteen months ago, we felt 
as though eight hundred dollars per 
annum was all we could raise, yet 
with your powerful assistance we 
not only have paid you your stipend 
of twelve hundred dollars, but have 
built a rectory» which has cost about 
three thousand dollars, and which 
with present prospecte will be fully 
paid fot during the coming week. Be­ 
yond and aoove this, however, has 
been your ‘doctrine of Christ sod 
Him crucified. The powerful argu­ 
ments erf doctrine presented fear­ 
lessly. to those who have been privl- 
tedged to hear them, have, we feel 
satisfied. Aiklplatited seed which will 
In time bring forth fruit abundantly. 
These appeals to our people will, we 
trust, be present with them so that 
the seed planted may bring about 
the unification of our parish in 
which you are so deeply interested. 
We also wish to express our deep 
appreciation of the work so zealously 
performed by Mr*.

U nited S tates Indian A gent Simon 
Michelet, of the W hite E arth Agency, 
who was in the city Saturday has 
ju st served as host in entertaining 
Senatoi Quarles and party on the 
reservation. 
Mr. Simon has the dis­ 
tinction, he learned on the visit of 
the party to his agency, of being the 
youngest Indian agent in the U nited 
States. 
During their slay there the party in­ 
spected both theagency and St. Bene­ 
dict's O rphan Industrial school, and 
the various agency buildings, and 
expressed themselves as well pleased 
with the system employed and the 
m anner and condition in which the 
reservation affairs generally were 
tieing conduct**]. 
On Friday they 
met several of the chiefs and head 
men. and m atters of vital im portance 
affecting the reservation were dis­ 
cussed. 
They ex pressed themselves 
adversely to the segretation of large 
tracts of land for park purposes, and 
favored the Menomonie or Wisconsin 
plan for the disposition of the re ­ 
maining Indian pine and fir land; also 
the early opening to settlem ent of all 
the ceded agricultural land. 
They 
assured the Indians of their earnest 
purpose and co*operation in the inau 
gyration of early steps looking to the 
speedy adjustm ent of obligations of 
long standing between the govern­ 
ment ami the Chippewas, and the 
prompt paym ent of annuity and other 
money due them.

United States Indian Agen t Simon 
Michelet, of the White Earth Agency, 
who was in the city Saturday has 
just served as host in entertaining 1 
Senatoi Quarles and party on the 
reservation. 
Mr. Simon has the dis­ 
tinction, be learned on the visit of 
the party to his agency, of being the 
youngest Indian agent in the United 
States. 
During their atay there the party in­ 
spected both the agency ami St. Bene­ 
dict's Orphan Industrial school, and 
the various agency buildings, and 
expressed themselves as well pleased 
with the system employed and the 
manner and condition in which the 
reservation affairs generally were 
being conducted. On Friday they 
met several of the chiefs and head 
men, and matters of vital importance 
affecting the reservation were dis­ 
cussed. 
They expressed themselves 
adversely to the «egrets!ion of large 
tracts of land for park purposes, and 
favored the Meoomooie or Wisconsin 
for the disposition of the re­ 
maining Indian pine and fir land; alao 
the early opening to settlement of all 
the ceded agricultural land.

Defeats Shamrock ll by the Narrow 
Margin of Thirty-five Seconds. 
New York, Sept. 30.—After the most 
marvelous exhibition of light weather 
sailing on record the Yankee single­ 
stick* r Columbia defeated Shamrock 
II by the small margin of 35 seconds 
actual time and by I minute and 22 
seconds corrected time. 
Both yachts were hammed with con­ 
summate skill by their skippers. Never 
In the history of the cup races have 
the contending yachts been so “close 
aboard” each other. There was never 
a time whip' the Irish yacht and the 
Yankee were on the same tack and 
while they were slipping down the 
wind that their skippers could not 
hail each other, or, perhaps, toss a 
biscuit from deck to deck. 
Through the long, gentle, crestless 
swells on the 15-roile stretch to wind­ 
ward Shamrock 
proved conclusively 
that it was a trifle the better ship. 
Its advocates have declared from the 
start that in smooth water and with 
a breeze at wight knots or more it 
would surprise the Yankee talent, and 
it did. On the weather work it van­ 
quished Columbia by 
39 
seconds, 
which is officially four seconds less 
than the time allowed the white sloop. 
Where Shamrock Failed. 
In running, notwithstanding an ad­ 
vantage of about 800 feet 
of sail. 
Shamrock ll sent a dumb chill through 
its admirers and warmed the circula­ 
tion of stupefied patriots by dropping 
astern of the Yankee yacht. 
It was 
apparent 
that 
the 
unapproachable 
Herreshoff model, with less driving 
power, was doing the work its de­ 
signer expected of it. 
Sleek 
and 
knife-like it carved the long rolls, in­ 
cidentally cutting Its way to the port 
of the challenger. 
Within four miles from the outer 
mark, on the run in, the Columbia 
had overcome a ’i the gain of Sham­ 
rock II on Its splendid struggle to 
•'‘adward. Then tae pent up feelings 
cf the multitudinous patriots began to 
find vent in yells and cheers, and the 
banda began to play “Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean,” a sentiment which 
seemed to be. at that time still, some­ 
what debatable. 
Down the wind Columbia 
gained 
not only the time lost in the wind­ 
ward work, but added 37 seconds to 
it, beating its rival in the running by 
I; 16. It crossed the finish line 35 sec­ 
onds ahead of Shamrock II.

even for the British. 
Yachtsmen and 
designers alike declare that 
if the 
Shamrock ll is to win the cup she 
ought to have beaten the Columbia 
by nearer than three minutes on the 
turn to the windward. 
Surprise is expressed th t the chal­ 
lenger should not have saved the time 
allowance in the run before the wind, 
but it is hoped that in the triangular 
course her reaching powers will gain 
for her the victory.

Passes Away at Oak Park, ills. 
Chicago. Sept. 30.—Rev. William C. 
Oray, the venerable editor of The In­ 
terior. a publication of the Presby­ 
terian church, died at his home in 
Oak Park. 
Dr. Gray, who was in his 
70th year, underwent a surgical op­ 
eration just before he left for his 
summer vacation in the Wisconsin 
woods.
